It 
was located in a city park on the near-northw est side of 
the city. 
Although w ithin several miles of the area where three 
other arson-set fires were reported earlier this month, 
authorities had not linked the m useum blaze with the 
other events.

Firefighters attem pted to save a re a r storage area when 
they arrived, but the effort failed. 
Many of the taxiderm y displays in the museum were 
the life long work of Jack Diehm who initiated the public 
subscription drive which resulted in the construction of 
the facility. 
The earlier fires destroyed a downtown hotel and a 
drapery com pany The fabric com pany w as hit twice on 
successive nights.

U.S. Asked To Halt Filipino Aid 


IN D IA N A PO LIS (U P I) — The Christian Church has 
asked the United States government to halt military and 
economic aid to the Philippines on grounds that nation is 
violating civil rights of Filipinos. 
The church’s Division of Overseas Ministries adopted 
a resolution deploring “ continued denial of full civil 
rights” in the Philippines. The board, meeting at church 
headquarters here, said the U.S. should “ stop giving 
military and economic aid to the Philippines as long as 
violations of the United Nations Declaration on Human 
Rights persist.” 
The resolution also affirms “ solidarity with Christian 
leaders and others imprisoned for political activity, for 
protesting 
the 
inhumane 
treatment 
of 
others 
or 
ministering to prisoners and their families.” 
Two church missionaries were expelled from the 
Philippines last year after being imprisoned for two 
weeks. Mr. and Mrs. Paul Wilson have since returned to 
the United States.

A. W. Dudley said in an interview the railroad, the 
last inter-urban passenger service in the country, is 
losing about $2 million a year.

the public sector must

It would take nearly $28 million to bail out the system 
for the time being, Dudley said, and that would not 
leave any funds to improve passenger service 
Dudley also offered two other alternatives in an effort 
to save the South Shore: a takeover by a regional transit 
authority similar to one in Illinois (a measure to that 
effect is pending in the Indiana Legislature) or takeover 


by Amtrak.

Mariner IO To Pass By Mercury 


PASADENA,

Mariner

spacecraft will pass within 193 miles of the planet 
Mercury March 16 as its two-year orbit of the solar 
system draws to a close, according to scientists at Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory. 
The scientists said Sunday it will be the closest of 
Mariner 10’s three passes by Mercury and will enable 
the spacecraft to send back more detailed photographs 
of the surface of the planet. 
Mariner has made three planetary encounters since it 
was launched March 3, 1973. It swung by the Venus en 
route to its first pass at Mercury, which occurred on 
March 29, 1974 
The spacecraft then swung into an orbit around the 
sun, passing by Mercury again last Sept. 21.

Governor Otis R. Bowen 


■ Control of our water resources 
could create controversy among 
the federal government, the state 
and landowners. 
Laws and customs relating to 
water rights and uses have devel­ 
oped over centuries. They vary 
from region to region, depending 
upon the manner in which agricul­ 
tural and industrial societies 
emerged, and upon the availability 
of the resource. 
In America, determinations of 
the right to use water and of 
whether or not a particular use in­ 
fringes upon the rights of other citi­ 
zens generally has been a respon­ 
sibility of the states and of the 
courts. The federal government 
was involved, partly because the 
federal government has authority 
over “ navigable” waters. 
Over the years, there have been 
countless local controversies and 
disputes between citizens — all 
centering upon the use of water. 
But now, we’re seeing the stage set 
for a larger federal government 
role. 
Water pollution issues are cited 
as one reason for greater federal 
involvement. The need for water in 
energy development has attracted 
the interest of federal officials, as 
well. 
The Army Corps of Engineers is 
seeking to expand its jurisdiction 


over rivers and streams by de­ 
claring them “ navigable” . These 
streams are not navigable, no 
matter how much you stretch the 
word. The only reason for such a 
declaration is to put them under 
federal control. 
The Ju s tic e Departm ent is 
drafting water legislation that aims 
to give the federal government 
greater jurisdiction over water re­ 
sources. 
These developments give rise to 
some rather fundamental questions 
about the relationship between the 
federal government, the state and 
private interests. When one takes 
time to think about the scope of po­ 
tential water needs and problems, 
the question of who holds the 
power to make decisions about 
water use becomes rather impor­ 
tant. 
The existence of a potential 
problem does not, in my opinion, 
automatically justify a decision by 
the federal government to move in. 
On the one hand, government 
and citizens at all levels should 
take an active interest in meeting 
our water resources needs. On the 
other, we should not submit to at­ 
tempts to deprive us of a role in 
resolving these problems and of in­ 
suring that the rights of Indiana cit­ 
izens are not eroded.

GEODES: One o f Nature's Mysteries 


Geodes are 
nodules of quartz rock, 
ranging in size from less than I inch to 
more than 2 feet in diameter, that are 
found m ostly in southern Indiana. Be­ 
cause they are hollow and lined with 
beautiful quartz crystals, geodes are high­ 
ly prized by rockhounds. Some geodes 
also contain calcite crystals. A t least 20 
different minerals, some rather rare, have 
been identified in these extraordinary 
rocks. 


In south-central Indiana geodes can be 
found in the walls of road cuts and other 
exposures o f a particular rock formation. 
For several miles on either side o f this 
outcrop area, geodes are abundant along 
streams and scattered on the ground. 
The origin o f these interesting rocks is 
obscure, but some geologists believe that 
geodes were formerly fossils that were 
slowly replaced, molecule by molecule, by 
an excess o f silica.

Eleven 
of them were in the construc­ 
tion industry, accounting for 7 
million days of idleness, or

Striking 
workers are not counted as 
unemployed workers. 
In major collective bargain­ 
ing settlements in 1974, con­ 
struction workers did better 
than 
their 
counterparts. 
In 
wages alone, construction work­ 
ers negotiated average adjust­ 
ments of ll per cent in first 
year changes while workers in 
all industries squeezed out 9f 
per cent in first year changes. 
Where the Labor Department 
measured wages and benefits 
combined, it found th at the 
construction worker still fared 
better than his 
counterpart 
working out 9.2 per cent ir 
average adjustments over the 
life of the contract. The ah 
industries average was 7.7 pei 
cent. 
In January, 1975, the average 
hourly earnings for workers in 
contract construction were

THE KIND H EA RTED 
Senator H artke’s howl of righteous indignation over a 
proposal to increase the cost of food stam ps dem onstrates 
why is is so difficult for the governm ent to save money, no 
m atter w hat the necessity. 


Any program of “generosity” financed by the tax ­ 
payer is practically impossible to term inate and very 
easy to expand. 


Should the governm ent, for instance, vote every poor 
family in the country a bushel of potatoes a m onth; and 
should the potato crop fail, any proposal to reduce the 
allowance would be m et by cries sim ilar to those of 
Senator H artke. The result would be that the only people 
who could get potaoes would be people who couldn’t, or 
wouldn’t, pay for them . 


We haven’t had w hat you would call crop failure; but 
food is shorter than it used to be, partly because of the 
United S tates’ generous efforts to feed everybody in the 
world who’s poor or hungry. The result has been to drive 
the price of food in the m arket upw ards and to increase 
the burden both upon the governm ent’s charitable en­ 
terprises and upon the average householder and tax ­ 
payer. 


We don’t know all the reasons behind the a d ­ 
m inistration’s decision to m ake food stam ps dearer, but 
we guess that the world’s food situation has something to 
do with it. So does the condition of the United S tates 
treasury. 


It happens that all the increases in food stam p 
benefits as proposed by Senator H artke would be paid for 
by funny money. This will have the effect of m aking the 
poor’s scanty supplies of money worth even less and will 
be greater im position on them than the reduction in food 
stam p allowances. 


What will be a trem endously g re a te r imposition will 
be when the generous politicians put m ore people on the 
government payroll and dole than there are taxpayers. 
Then there will be a taxpayers’ revolt, and there won’t be 
anything for any of the recipients of public largess. T here 
will be no public largess. 


Of course, it doesn’t m ake people popular to point 
these truths out, so people who tell the truth have a hard 
tim e getting elected to office; which m ay be just as well, 
because they’d ju st go crazy trying to do any good in the 
legislature or the Congress. 


And as if to prove that the governm ent can ’t do anything 
right, a young D em ocratic spokesm an in Indiana has 
scream ed out a protest about a project to rem odel 
Secretary E arl B utz’s private dining room. If the young 
demagogue is right, the project certainly comes at a tim e 
about as inopportune as one could im agine. Of course, the 
hopeful politician would also com m iserate with the w ork­ 
men laid off w ere the project canceled. That way, the 
liberals can have it both ways. 


We’ve been to W ashington, and it has occurred to us 
that if the governm ent erected few er cafeterias and 
private dining room s in the official sector, there m ight be 
some civilized eating places in that neighborhood. But of 
course, they would have to m ake a profit and pay taxes; 
w hereas the public dining room s m ake a loss and eat 
taxes. And th at’s the way the liberals w ant it.

Illinois, Missouri and 
Arizona to encourage them to 
vote for the ERA. The North

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Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the ll. S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. I just bought a house. 
Are all the points I paid to 
get a loan tax deductible? 


A. Deductibility depends on 
the type of points you paid. 
The term points is sometimes 
used to describe charges you 
may pay as a mortgagor-bor- 
rower to a lender in the form 
of loan origination fees, maxi­ 
mum 
loan charges or 
pre­ 
mium charges, lf you must 
pay any of these charges as 
a compensation solely for the 
use 
of 
loan 
money, 
such 
points are regarded as inter­ 
est. The amounts are deduc­ 
tible in full in the year you 
pay them unless the deduc­ 
tion causes a material dis­ 
tortion of your income in that 
year. However, if the payment 
of charges for points is com­ 
pensation for specific services 
that the lender performs in 
connection with the borrower’s 
account, the payment is not 
interest, and therefore is not 
deductible. Examples of this 


type of charge are lender's 
appraisal fee. the cost of pre 
paring the mortgage note or 
deed of trust, settlement fees 
and 
notary fees. 
A typical 
nondeductible point situation 
is the charge for services in 
connection with obtaining a 
Veterans’ Administration (VA) 
guaranteed loan. 


Q. 
My 
broker 
sold 
some 
stocks for me and there was 
a profit. I didn't receive the 
money from the sale but in­ 
stead requested the broker to 
reinvest the whole amount. Do 
I 
have 
to 
pay tax 
on 
this 
m oney since I didn’t really re­ 
ceive it? 


A. Yes. The fact that you 
don’t withdraw profits from 
your brokerage or any other 
account does 
not 
postpone 
the taxation of those profits. 
They are fully taxable in the 
year earned, even if the credit 
balance in your accounts may 
be reduced or eliminated by 


losses in later years, or your 
current profits are used to re­ 
duce or eliminate a debit bal­ 
ance incurred in prior years. 


Q. Where do I show depre­ 
ciation of 
business property 
on my tax return? 


A. On Form 1040, depreci­ 
ation on self-employment bus­ 
iness property is deductible 
on Schedule C. Show depre­ 
ciation on rental property on 
Schedule E. lf you claim em­ 
ployee business expenses as 
an outside salesman, all , de­ 
preciation 
expenses 
are 
in­ 
cluded on line 41 of Form 
1040. Other employees incur­ 
ring 
allowable 
business 
ex­ 
penses including automobile 
depreciation on line 41, and 
any other allowable deprecia­ 
tion on line 33 of Schedule A, 
Itemized Deductions. 


Q. Does the deduction for 
transportation to get medical 
care include the cost of the 
ambulance I used when I had 
an appendicitis attack? 


A. Yes. Ambulance hire is 
a deductible medical expense. 
Report it with your other med­ 
ical expenses on Schedule A 
of Form 1040.

CHICAGO (UPI) - A hatchet 
or ax is a valuable camp tool 
for 
hunters, 
fishermen 
and 
campers, but when mishandled, 
can become as dangerous as a 
loaded gun. 
Too often, hatchets or axes 
are left carelessly unsheathed 
and laying around the camping 
area where someone can fall on 
them or unknowningly step on 
them. The resulting injury can 
be especially risky if it occurs 
in a remote area. 
However, safety-minded out- 
doorsmen can eliminate the 
chance of needless accidents. 
The first safety step comes in 
the purchase of such a tool. For 
the sportsm an’s use, either a 
single-bladed 
hatchet or ax 
should meet all requirements. 
The double-bladed ax was 
specifically 
designed 
with 
professional 
tree 
cutters 
in 
mind, mainly so one blade can 
be ground thin for cutting and 
the other left thick for splitting 
wood. Since the double-edge 
also increases the chance of an 
accident, it has no place in the 
hands of the novice woodcutter. 
Also, unless the hunter or 
camper anticipates he will be 
removing 
trees 
—which 
is 
highly unlikely in most camp­ 
ing areas —the hatchet usually 
will meet most needs. 
The sportsman who plans to 
do lim ited cutting finds the 
hatchet 
better 
than an 
ax 
because it is shorter, lighter 
and can be carried on a belt 
shealth sim ilar to a knife.

Your Basal 
Metabolic Requirement 
How many of us know what 
our 
basal 
m etabolic 
requirement is? How many of 
us, in fact, know what the 
phrase means? 
Your 
basal 
m etabolic

number of calories you need to 
handle those body functions 
which are involuntary (which 
you cannot control by inac­ 
tivity) and to maintain your 
normal body temperature. 
Beyond that you need calories 
for the things you do in your life 
that take actual body effort. 
I am indebted today to an 
excellent new book on nutrition 
that 
expresses 
such 
requirements in the context of 
your “ caloric checking a c ­ 
count.” The book, “Let’s Talk 
About Food,” was recently 
published in a third, expanded 
edition. 
Listen to what the author says 
about 
basal 
m etabolic 
requirement, citing a reference 
woman as a case in point: 
“A woman 25 years old, 5 feet 
6 inches 
tall, weighing 
133 
pounds, has a basal metabolic 
requirem ent of about 1,460 
calories. Her recom m ended 
(total) caloric allowance for 
moderate activity, however, is 
2,320 calories per day. 
The difference — 860 calories 
— between her basal metabolic 
requirement and recommended 
caloric 
allowance 
represents 


the number oi calories she must 
expend for voluntary activities. 
It is her caloric ‘checking ac­ 
count.’ ” 
“If all 860 calories are not 
used during the day’s activity, 
those remaining are transferred 
from the ‘checking account’ to a 
‘savings ac co u n t’ and thus 
accumulate in the form of fat. 
On the other hand, if she 
overdraws her checking ac­ 
count, the savings are called on 
and weight 
loss 
results. 
A 
relatively small savings ac­ 
count in the form of body fat is 
usually desirable.” 
It seems to me that the 
foregoing is an excellent ex­ 
pression of what calories and 
weight control are all about. 
You simply must understand it 
if you are to avoid being fooled 
by so many of the “trick” diets 
that are promoted. 
In term s of weight, a calorie is 
a calorie and the only things 
that will control whether you 
store them or not are physical 
effort and-or eating less. 
Incidentally, 
‘‘L et’s Talk

the ax more useful, especially 
if he plans on splitting larger 
pieces of wood or cutting logs 
for fireplace use. 
For safety, solid steel hatch­ 
ets (including handle) are most 
popular, simply because there 
is no danger of a loose head. 
Those who prefer wood handle 
hatchets find those with chemi­ 
cally-bonded heads less likely 
to come apart then hatchets 
held together with wedges. 
If a hatchet with wedges in 
the head is used, it should be 
checked frequently during chop­ 
ping to make sure the head has 
not worked loose. 
Small axes of solid steel 
construction also be purchased, 
but 
the 
standard 
size 
ax 
normally 
has 
a 
seasoned 
hardwood handle. 
Ax heads 
also come chemically-bonded or 
with wedges. Ax heads with 
wedges hold up better than 
hatchet heads with wedges, but 
they also should be checked 
frequently for looseness. 
Axes will vary in weight from 
two pounds, a small size, to 
four pounds. The sportsman 
probably would find the small 
ax, which has a length of about 
26 inches, more appropriate for 
his work. The heavier axes with 
30-inch handles are used by 
professional cutters. 
When purchasing an ax, the 
most important consideration is 
determing 
the 
“hang” 
— 
whether the handle lines up 
with the ax blade. By sighting 
down the ax handle as a pool 
player might do to check out 
the straightness of a cue, the 
purchaser can determine if the 
ax lines up properly. The ax 
blade should appear to strike 
the handle at about its center if 
an imaginary line is drawn by 
the eye from the cutting edge 
to handle. 


The next safety step after the 
purchase, is to paint a portion 
of the ax or hatchet head a 
bright color so it easily can be 
spotted in the woods if it is 
dropped or set aside momen­ 
tarily. 
It is best while taking a 
break in wood cutting chores to 
either enclose the blade in a 
sheath or sink it into a stump 
or log where it is out of the 
way and nobody can step on it 
or fall on it. 
However, 
the 
sportsm an 
should always put their chop­ 
ping tools away when not in 
use, 
especially 
in 
camping 
areas 
where 
children 
are 
present. 
During cold 
weather, 
the 
hatchet or ax head should be 
warmed slightly before using to 
prevent cracking or breaking of 
the brittle metal.
